From her own knowledge and 
experience as well as from this 
and other roles she has played, 
Ann has listed five successful 
ways of saying “No”’ effectively 
to importuning males who want 
to take her home, take her to 
church, kiss her or borrow 
money. 

Here they are. 

First, naturally, says Ann, is 
the simple method of saying 
“No,” and meaning it. It doesn’t 
work to hold back on the finish 
of the short word and say, 
““No-o-0-0,” That encourages the 
one who is asking to grow in- 
sistent. 

Second method is  postpone- 
ment. Such as “Sorry. Not to- 
night.” It should be used only 
if the young lady hopes the 
young man will repeat his in- 
vitation. (Ann uses this in “They 
Drive by Night.’’)

George Raft, who wanted 
nothing’.so much—not even a 
$4,500 a week salary—as to 
have the public regard him a 
“right guy,” seems to have vin- 
dicated himself handsomely. 

On the basis of his latest 
screen portrayal in 

“They Drive By Night,” 
which opens Friday at the 
Strand, Raft must not only be 
reckoned a “right guy,” but a 
smart one. 

On the first of those two 
points there never was any doubt 
in the minds of persons who 
knew Raft. On the second, there 
was plenty. When the swarthy 
star walked out on his lucrative 
contract at a major studio, an- 
nouncing he’d play no more low-. 
down gangster roles, the majori- 
ty of his friends thought he was 
acting quixotic to an extreme, 
if not slightly balmy. Forty-five 
hundred dollars a week decidedly 


was not hay, and should be able 
to assuage a good many wounds 
of the spirit. 

When Raft stepped directly 
into a gangster role in “Each 
Dawn I Die,” as his first picture 
under a new contract. 

the murmurs of 
slightly pitying amazement 
changed to a chorus of “I told 
you so’s.” George had made his 
bluff, had seen the light and was’ 
being a wise lad. 

Raft, however, stuck staunch- 
ly to his guns and claimed he 
had never said he was through 

for all time with gangster char- 


acterizations. What he did say, 
he maintained, was that he’d 
play no more unsympathetic 
characters. Thugs, heels, and 
unregenerate killers were out, 
but tough guys—even gangsters 
— with sufficient redeeming 
qualities to claim audience sym- 
pathy were okay.
